2.  For  attendance  at  examinations  or  refer¬ 
ences,  an  official  stenographer  or  deputy  official 
stenographer  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  the 
party  requiring  the  attendance  of  the  stenog¬ 
rapher  at  the  rate  of  $2  an  hour  for  the  first 
hour  or  any  part  thereof,  and  $1.50  for  each 
subsequent  hour  or  part  thereof.

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating- 
in  all  parts  ol  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬

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in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.
